ence to tho disallowance or otherwise of 
the Provincial Statutes passed in the

THE .MINISTRY. 
Hon. Mr. Beaven moved, secoiul- 
eil by Mr. Crant That a re- 
rc.s])ecl,ftil address he presented to His 
lliiiior the l,iuutun;uit-( ioveriior re(|ue3t- 
iiig him to ctiuse to be sent down to tins 
housu copies of the orders in-council un- 
der which tho Hon. John Robson acts as 
Premier, and tho Hon. Theodore Davie 
represents the Attornoy-tjeiieral's depart- 
ment, together with coi)ies of the public 
notice that the statute reiiuirus .should be 
gi\uti when the powers ami duties of an 
• executive councillor are assigned and 
transferred to another member of the 
council. 

Tho hon. mover said the house was 
entitled to some explanation from 
himself. He had requested a few days 
agi ) that the hon. leader of tho govern- 
ment givo an explanation to the houso as 
to the composition and policy of tho pre- 
sent ministry. It was customary when 
such changes as had been made took 
place to state tho policy of tho govorn- 
nient in the future. He had asked the 
other day whether it was the policy of 
thu govorniuont to annex 'Vancouver Is- 
land to the United Slates. It had been 
alleged that the president of the council 
fnv(ued that sclieiiiu. He claimed that 
till! govuniment as at present formed was 
itncoiistitntionHl. His opinion had been 
backed up in the case of the 
Manitoba Sarrison government. How- 
ever, three members had been 
added to tho ministry since the last ses- 
sion of thu house. It was said that tho 
lion, chief commissioner joined the gov- 
ernment to pay expenses. It was alleged 
that tho hon. finance minister favored 
emigration to tho United Status. The 
hon. president of the council was often 
referred to as tho owner of tlio ]5s([uiniult 
A' Nanaimo Railway, but this was not the 
case — ho was siniiily the reiiruHuntativo 
and (iguro-head of foreign caiiitidists. 

Hon. Mr. Dtinsmuir — No. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — The hon. i;entlenian 
says "no," bnt tho names on the statute 
show that ho is but a tiguro-head. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir — No. You are 
talking b.jsh. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, again continued, and 
said it was desirable to know if menibers 
opijosito were siij)[iortiiig, a governiiiuiit 
favoring annexation. (Laughter.) He 
rofurrucl t(j precedence in the cabinet, and 
quotpd authorities to prove his opinion. 
Ho said that tho premier was thu only 
clianne) -if communication hetwoon the 
minister antl the Hunt. -govuriior, and 
Hon. A. E. B. Duvio being absent, it was 
desirable to know who was his reprosenta- 
tivu, as it had not been announced 
in tho ollicial (.iu-ette. No policy was 
announced by tho government. Ever 
since the country had fallen into the 
hands of tho nresent govornniont it had 
rotrogradud. It was because ho was not 
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Washinoton, D. C, Feb. 21.— Thu 
following is the textof the fisheries treaty 
made public this afternoon by the senate: 

"Whereas differences have arisen coii- 
ceriiing the interpretation of Article 1., 
of the convention of October iiOtli, 1818, 
the United States of America and Her 
Majesty the Queen of the United Kiiig- 
doiu of Great Britain and Ireland, being 
n 1 u t ually desirbiiB of reinoyingi all causes 
iif a misimderstanding in relation thereto, 
and of jironioting friendly intercourse and 
good neighborhood between thu United 
States and tho possessions of Her Majesty 
in North America, have resolved to con- 
clude a treaty to that end. The plenipo- 
tentiaries have agreed upon the following 
articles : 

ARTICLE ONE. 
The high contracting [larties agree to 
appoint a mixed cominisaion to delimit, 
ill the manner provided in this treaty, the 
British waters, bays, crooks anil harbors 
of tho coasts of Canada and Newfound- 
l.iiid as to which the United States, by 
.Article 1. of the convention of October 
-'Oth, 1818, between the United States 
and Great Britain, renounced forever any 
liberty to take, dry or cure fish. 

ARTICLE TWO. 

The coramis'sion shall consist of two 
commissioners to be named by Her Brit- 
annic Majesty, and of two commissioners 
to be named by the President of the 

United States, without delay. After the 
exchange nf tho ratilications of this treaty 
the commissioners shall meet and complete 
the deliniitation as soon as possible tliere- 
aflor. In case of the death, absence or 
incapacity of any commissioner, or in the 
ovont of any commissioner omitting or 
ceasing to act as such, the President of 
thu United States or Her Britannic Ma- 
jesty, respectively, shall forthwith name 
another person to act as commissioner 
histcad of the commissioner originally 
named. 

AKTIC'LE THREE. 

The deliiuitiition referred to in article 
1, of this treaty, shall be marked upon 
British admiralty charts by a series of 
lines regularly numbered and duly de- 
scribed. The charts so marked shall on 
the termination of the work of the com- 
mission be signed by the commissioners in 
((uadruplicato ; one copy whereof shall bo 
(ioliverod to the secretary of state of tho 
United States and three copies to Her 
.Majesty's government. Tho delimitation 
shall he nmde in the following manner 
and shall be acco2)ted by both the high 
contracting parties as applicable for all 
purposes under article 1 of the convention 
of October 20th, 1818, between the 
l.'iiited States and (ireat Britain. The 
three inarinu miles mentioned in article 1 
of the convention of October 20th, 1818, 
.shall be measured seaward from low water 
mark, but at every bay, creek or harbor, 
not otherwise specially provided for in 
this trei^ty, such three marine miles shall 
be measured seaward from a stnaight line 
drawn across tho bay, creek or harbor in 
the part nearest the entrance ut the lirst 
point where the width docs not exceed 
ten marine miles. 

ARTICLE FOUR. 

.\t or near the following bays the limit 
of exclusion, under article 1 of the con- 
vention of October 20th, 1818, at points 
more than three marine miles from 
Inw water mark sliall bo established by 
thu following lines, namely: — At tho Bay 
dus Chaleura, the lino from the light at 
Birch point on Mission Ishnid to Mac- 
quercau point light at the bay 
of Miramichi, thu line from tho 
light at, Point Escuminac to a comer 
of Fortune bay in Newfoundhnd, the 
line from Connaigore Head to the light 
on tho southeasterly end of Burnet Is- 
land, thenco to Fortune Head at Sir 
iJharles Hamilton Sound. The line from 
the southeast point of Capo Fogo to 
White Island, thence te north end of 
Pcakford Island'aiid .^m the south end of 
Peckford Islaiidltotlie^east headland of tho 
ragged harbor at or near the following 
bays. Tho limit of exclusion shall be 
three marine miles seaward from the fol- 
lowing land: At or near Barrington Bay 
in Nova Scotia, the line from tho light on 
Steward Island to the light on tho soutli 
])i>int of Oape Sable; thence to the light 
at Baccaro Point at Chedabucto and St. 
I'ctur's bays, the lino from Cranburry Is- 
land liglit to (ireen Island light; thence 
to Point Rogue at Mira Bay, the line 
from tho light on the oast point of Soatari 
Island to the northeasterly point of Capo 
Morion and at Placenta Bay in New- 
foundland, the line from Latine Point on 
the eastern mainland shore to the most 
ainithorly point of Red Island; thence by 
the most southerly point of Merasliaoen 
Island to tho mainland. Long Island 
ami Briar Island in Novo Scotia shall, for 
thu purpose of delimitation, be taken as 
tho coast of aiich bays. 

ARTIOLK FIVK. 

Nothing in this treaty shall be c»n- 
strued to include within the common wa- 
ter.) any such interior portions of any. 
bays, creeks or harbors as cannot be 
reached from thu sea without passing 
within tho three niarino miles mentioned 
in article one, Convention of October 
20th, 1818. 

ARTICLE .SIX. 

The conitnissionors shall, from time to 
tiiiio repeat to uach of tho high contract- 
ing parties such linos as they may have 
agi aed upon, tho jiumber described and 
marked as herein providod, with quadru- 
plicate charts thereof, which lines as re- 
ported shall fortliwith, from time to time, 
DB simultaneously proclaimed from the 
high "oontracting parties and be binding 
aftur two munths from such proclamation. 

AllTIOLB SEVEN. 

Any disagreement of the commiasionors 
shall forthwith be referred to any umpire 
selected by tho Secretary of State of the 
United States and Her Brittanic Majesty's

Each of thu high contracting parties 
sliidl pay its own couimissionors and offi-

AKTICLK NINE. 

Nothing in this treaty shall interrupt 
or affect the free navigation of the Strait 
of Cansp by .fishing vessels of the United 

States. 

AKTICI.K TK.N. 

United States lishing vessels entering 
tho bays or harbors referred to in article 
one of the treaty shall conform to the 
harbor regulations common to them and 
to hailing vessels of Canada or Newfound- 
land. Tlioy need not re|)ort, enter or clear 
when putting into such bays or harbors for 
shelter or repairs, nor when putting into 
the same outside the limits of established 
ports of entry for the purpose of purchas- 
ing wood or of obtaining water, except 
that any such vessel remaining more than 
twoiity-four hours, exclusive of Sundays 
and legid holidays, within any such ]iort, 
or communieatioii with the shore therein, 
may be ie(|uired to report to enter or 
clear; and no vussel shall bo excluded 
from giving due information to boarding- 
masters. Thpy shall not be liable-in any 
such bays or harbors for compulsory pi- 
lotage, nor when therein for tho purpose 
of shelter or repairing damages, or of pur- 
chasing wood or of obtaining water, nor 
shall they bo liable far harbor dues, ton- 
nage dues, buoy duos, light dues, or other 
similar dues, but this enumeration sliidl 
not permit of other charges inconsistent 
with thu enjoyment of liberties reserved 
or secured by the Convention of October,

article eleven. 

United States fishing vessels entering 
ports, bays and harbors of the eastern 
and north-eastern coasts of Canada, or 
coasts of Newfoundland, under stress of 
weather and other casualty, may unload, 
re-load, tranship, or sell subject to custom 
laws and regulat ions, all fish on board, 
when such unloading, transhipment 
or sides tiro made neces.sary as 
incidental to repairs , and may 
replenish their outlit, provisions and sup- 
plies damaged or lost by disaster, and in 
ca.se of death or sickness, shall be allowed 
all needful facilitie8,including the shipping 
of crews, licenses to purchase in estab- 
lished ports of entry of the aforesaid 
coasts of Canada and Newfoundland for 
the homeward voyage, such provisions 
and supplies us are ordinarily sold to 
trading vessels, shall be granted to United 
States fishing vessels in such ports, 
promptly, upon application and without 
charge, and such vessels having obtained 
licenses in the manner aforesaid, also to 
be accordud on all occasions such facilities 
for tho i)urchaso of casual or needful pro- 
vision's and supplies as are orduiarily 
granted to tho trading vessels, but such 
provisions or supplies shall not be obtain- 
ed by barter nor pui'cliased for re-sale or 
traffic. 

ARTICLE TWELVE. 

Fishing vessels of Canada and New- 
foundland shall have, on tho Atlantic 
coast of tho United States, all the 
privileges reserved and secured by 
this treaty to United States fish- 
ing vessels in the aforesaid waters of 
Canada and Newfoundland. 

ARTICLE THIKTKKN. 

The secretary of thu treasury of the 
United States shall make regulations pro- 
viding for the conspicuous exhibition by 
every United States fishing vessel of its 
official number on tho bow, and such 
vessel required by law to have an official 
number and failing to comply with such 
regulations shall not be entitled to licen- 
ses provided fw' in this treaty. Such re- 
gulations shall be communicated to Her 
Majesty's government previously to their 
taking effect, 

ARTICLK FOUHTKKN. 

The iienalties tor unlawfully fishhig in 
the waters, bays, creeks and harbors re- 
ferred to in article 1 may extend to the 
forfeiture of tho boat or vessels and ap- 
purtences, and also wf the supplies and 
cargo aboard when the ofi'ense was com- 
mitted ; ond for preparing in such waters 
to unlawfully fish therein the penalties 
shall be fixed by tho court not to exceed 
those for unlawfully fishing and for any 
other violation of the laws of Groat 
Britain, Canada or Newfoundland relat- 
ing to the light of fishing in such waters, 
bays, or harbors. The penalties shall bo 
fixed by the court, not exceeding in all 83 
for every one of the bout or vessels con- 
curnod. The boat or vessels may bu held 
for such penalties and forfeitures. The pro- 
ceeding shall be summaryand iiiuxpunsivo 
as practicable. The trial (except on 
appeal) shall be at tho place of detention, 
unless the judge shall, on request of tho 
defence, order it to be held in some other 
place adjudged by him more convenient. 
Security for costs, shall not be required of 
thu dofetice, except when bail is ofl'ered 
Reasonable bail shall bo accepted. There 
shall be proper appeals available to the 
defence only, and tho evidence at the 
trial may be usetl on appeal. .Judsment 
of forfeiture shall be reviewed by the 
Oovornor-General of Canada in council, 
or the Governor-in-Council ot Newfound- 
land, before the same are executed. 

ARTICLE FIIT£EN. 

Whenever the United States shall re- 
move duty from fish oil, whalo oil, seal 
oil and fish of all kinds (except fish pre- 
served in oil), being tho produce of lish- 
onos carried on by tho fishermen of 
Canada and Newfoundland, including 
Labrador, as well as from usual and neces- 
sary casks, barrels, kegs, cans and 
other usual ond necessary coverings, 
containing the products above mentioned, 
the like product being the produce of 
fisheries carried on by the fishermen of 
the United States, as well as tho usual 
and necessary coverings of the same as 
above described shall be admitted free of 
duty into the Dominion of Canada and 
Newfoundland, and upon such removal of 
duties and while the aforesaid articles are 
allowed to be brought into the United 
States by British subjects without duty 
being re-imposed thereon, tho privilege of 
entering tho ports, bays, and harbors of 
tho aforesaid coasts of Canada and New- 
foundland shall bo accorded to the United 
States fishing vessels by annual licenses, 
free of charge for the following purposes, 
namely: Ist—tho purchase of provisions, 
bait, ice, seines, lines, and all other sup- 
plies and outfits; 2nd,— transhipment of 
catch for transport by any means of 
conveyance; 3rd,— tho shipping of crews. 
Supplies shall not bo obtained by barter, 
but boit may bo so obtained. The like 
privileges shall be continued to fishing 
vosaols of Canada and Newfoundland on 
the Atlantic coast of the United States. 

ARTICLE SIXTEEN. 

This treaty shall be ratified by the 
President of the United States by and 
with the advice and consent of the United 
States Senate, and by Her Britannic 
Majesty, having received the assent 
of tho Parliament af Canada and of 
the Legislature of Newfoundland, and 



the ratifications be exchanged at Wash- 
ington as soon as possible. In faith 
whereof, we, the respective plenipoten- , 
tiaries, have signed this treaty and have 
hereunto affixed our seals.

Wa.suinoton, Nov. 22, 1387.— Tho 
fishery commission having set full [lowers 
of plenipotentiaries, were exhibited and 
found to be in good and due form. The 
British plenipotentiaricsjproposed that Mr. 
Bayard, Secretjiry of State of the United 
Stittes, should preside. Mr. Bayard, 
while expressing appreciation of the pro- 
posal, stjited the opinion in which the 
other United States plenipotentiaries con- 
curred, it was not noces.saiy that anyone 
should preside, and the proposal was per- 
mitted to rest. Jidin D. Gore, third 
Assistant Secretary of State of tho United 
States, acting as .secretary to Unitetl 
States plonipotuntiaries, and Mr, J. H. 
G. Bergne, C.M.G., Superintendent of 
tho treaty department of tho British and 
Foreign OlUce, acting as secretary to 
British ploiiiputentiaries, were requested 
to make proposals to the conference. 
After some discussion of tho (|uestions 
before the conference, it was adjourned 
to 12 noon of the 26th of November. 



WA.SHINOTON, Feb. 10, 1888. — The 
treaty having been signed by the British 
plenipotentiaries, they desire to state 
they have been considering the posi- 
tion which will bo created by the 
iminudiato commoncemuiit of tho 
Hailing season before the treaty can 
positively be ratified by tho senate of the 
United States, by the parliament of Can- 
ada and the legislature of Newfoundland. 
In the absence of such ratification, the 
old conditions which have given rise to so 
much friction and irritation, might bo 
revived and might interfere with the un- 
jirejudiced consideration of the treaty by 
the legislative Sodies concerned. Under 
these circumstiinces, and with the further 
object of afl'ording evidence of an anxious 
desire to promote good feeling and to 
remove all possible subjects out of the 
controversy, the British plenipotentiaries 
are ready to make the following temporary 
jirraiigements for a period not exceeding 
two years, iu order to afford an I'.i;- 
modiis viviendi ponding the ratification of 
tho treaty: Ist. For a period not exceed- 
ing two years from the present date, the 
privilege of entering bays and harbors 
of the Atlantic coast of Canada 
and Newfoundland shall be jiraiited to 
United States fishing vessels by annual 
license at a fee of ^1.50 per ton for tho 
following purposes: Ist — The purpose of 
bait, ice, seines, and all other supplies 
and outfits, transhipment of uitch and 
shipment of c»ews. 2nd — If during the 
continuance of. this arrangement the 
United States should remove thu duties 
on fish, fish oil, whale and- seal oil, and 
their coverings, (lackages, etc., tho said 
licertaes shall be issued free of charge. 
3rd — United States fishing vessels enter- 
ing bays and harbors of tho Atlantic 
coast of Canada or Newfoundland, 
for any of the four purposes 
mentioned in article v one of the 
Convention of -OotQbep'i'20fchi 18 1 8, and 
not remaining thoreih more than tweiity- 
four hours, ohall not be required to enter 
or clonr nt- the customs .house, providing 
they do not communicate with the shore. 
4th— Forfeiture to be exacted only for of- 
fences of fishing or preparing to fish in' 
territorial waters. 5th — This arrange- 
ment to take effect as soon as the neces- 
sary measures can ~be completed by the 
colonial authorities.

FLESH TURNED INTO STONE. 

CurloiiH Cases of Petrifaction In tlie Black 
niUs Country — ^^VUd ntU's Corpse. 

Dakota Is truly a marvelous and won- 
derful country. Not only wonderful in 
tainoral and agricultural resoui'ces, but It 
abounds in geological formations that af- 
ford constant surprise and study for the 
student In this most Interesting science, 
The Bad Lands, located seventy miles 
southeiut of this place, have no equal on 
this continent aa a receptacle for petrifnc- 
tlons of amphibious animals. The pcoii- 
Uarity of the soQ transforms lle.sli into 
stone, but this power is notconfliied to 
the soil of the Bad Lands, but exists in 
many localities in tlit; Block hills. A case 
has just come to the knowledge of your 
, correspondent that has never been made 
public, and proves that many bodies 
buried in the hills have turned to stone. 
The case at hand Is that of ii littlu .son of 
Mr. Eugene Holcomb, n prominent citizen 
of Rapid City, Some years ago U;u Ijoy 
died and was burled in u apni noi st t asid'c 
for general burying pui jioies. when tlio 
city grew and a cerneiory wa.s seleutud 
Mr. Holcomb hud a lHr.i;u inonnnient 
erected and the departed disinterred.

The coflin v.T.s re/ielied, nnd as the man 
endeavored (o place a rope luulerueiUli to 
twist it to llie sin-faco, lie was surpri.sed at 
its great wei-lu. Tliinlang it was rhe 
narrow, contructeil hole tliat rcdueed Iiin 
Htreni^tli, l,e made several more efrorl.«), 
mit only moved it a few inelies, and was 
eomiieUed to call for aid. 'I'u-o men sne- 
ceeiled in placinR llie rope alK.nl iIk- 
eariket. and with a hard pnll it was broui;ht 
to tlie sui faeo. An cxaniiuntiou followed, 
untl 111)011 llie deceased Ijeing revealed it 
was found tliat the body lind turned, iicil 
as the Scripture .'^ay.s, into dust, Inu 
into solid rock.

Opium ought not to bo used 
wheu the lungs aro seriously disabled ns 
iimdviuiceacon.sumptlon, bronchitis in tlio 
very young or thn aged, or In pleurisy 
with largo nccnniulutlon of lluid in one of 
the cavities of the chest. The almost in- 
variable presence of opium in secret nos- 
trums sold for "tho cure of coughs colds 
and consumption" baa been proved over 
and over again, and is sufficient reason 
for avoiding them. The.sc sleep pro.lucing 
"cough syrups" are particularly dungor- 
0U8 to Utile children and the aged In 
most individuals, even those most favor- 
ably affected by opium, its prolonged em- 
ployniont is almost sure to produce im- 
pairiuent of the digestion. For this rea- 
son it should not be used continuously for 
any long period. It seems to havo an 
especially deleterious effect upon the liver 
— OIobe-De mocrat.

aware who was filling the oflice of acting 
pi'omior that he asked for the papers re- 
ferred to in the resolution. With regard 
to Hon. Mr. Davie, he believed that he 
had furfeited his seat in the legislature. 
In 1872 the Hon. Mr. McCreiglit was 
asked whether he had offered the then 
hon. member for Nanaimo (Mr. Robson) 
a portfolio. Mr. McCroight had answered 
that a place hi the cabinet had been 
offered, but he would not accept without 
portfolio, and he had declined to grant 
that. Mr. Beaven referred to the con- 
stitutional pi-inciples which guided gov- 
ernments in their formation. Honorary 
members were usually taken in because 
they had performed some important 
duties to the state. The hon. President 
of the Council sat there, but what had he 
done? he had used his vote to enrich 
himself. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir, in explanation, 
s;iid that he had never cast a vote in this 
lu)Uso for any measure that affected him 
which was before it. If the hon. gentle- 
man kept along in the groove in which he 
now was following he would hear some- 
thing that was unpleasant. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven again devoted his re- 
marks to the President of the Council. 
He did not value the services of men who 
gave them gratuitously. Ho believed in 
paying them liberally and well (laughter), 
for he found that gratuitous services were 
gonor>illy dear. Ho would close by stat- 
ing that it was the right of the house to 
know who the acting premier was, and 
how the Hon. Mr. Davie occupied his 
present position. (Applause from Mr. 
Humphreys.) 

Hon. ftir. Robson said there was no 
need for the hon. gentleman to have 
made such a long speech — it^WM.BUUply a 
bag of wind. There was no°bbjeotion to 
the papers. (Hear.) 

Mr. (Jraiit .said he did not like the con- 
temptuous \Miy in which the government 
treated the ojiposition. They would find 
when they camo "boforo .the.eountry that 
it would reijuire afterward a powerful 
inierosoope to discover their supporters. 
(Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said he would have 
to say something on, the .rem^ks made, 
Tlio'yolioy of the government was a pro- 
gressive one. 

Mr. Grant (not in his seat) — Yes, you 
spend the money. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — Yes, I ))aid you 
870,000 the other day for a ))iece of land 
(great laughter). [Mr. Grant returns to 
lis seat.] That is the way to make the 
!oimtry progress. You hawked that piece 
of land all over the world and then came 
back to me, and I bought it — and now 
you are spending the. prooeeds (applause). 
The pcdicy of the government was a pro- 
gressive one. When Mr. Beaven was in 
power, there was a penny-wise and pound- 
foolish policy. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Who wrote 
yimr speech ? 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — 1 never write a 
speech, and don't stay up all night com- 
mitting it to memory like you do. (Great 
hiugliter. ) With regard to his colleagues in 
the Eaquimalt & Nanaimo milway, he had 
merely secured their aidin order to open up 
a market for the products of the country. 
It was not because he could not have 
built it himself, but sinijily in order that 
markets could be created for the sale of 
tlie products of the country. Referring 
agahi to Mr.. Beaven, he said that hon. 
gentleman was continually speaking about 
his (Mr. D.'s) private business. He really 
believed that it made him weak thinking 
so much about it. The hon. acting attor- 
ney-general had entered the cabinet in a 
correct manner. He was an honorable 
man, and, unlike the leader of the oppo- 
sition, he (Mr. D. ) believed that gratuit- 
ous services were valuable where the in- 
dividual giving them had the interests of 
the country at heart. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys went extensively 
into authorities on the subject of the con- 
stitutionality of the cabinet. In refening 
to Mr. Davie and his holding office with- 
out going back for re-election, the honf 
gentleman said that he had no doubt that 
had Mr. Davie sought le-olection — with 
th backing he had — he would have been 
re elected. (Govenunont members — hear, 
lear.) 

Hon. Mr. Davie contrasted the 
language of the last speakiu' when no one 
1 the right of reply to lAi, and his ex- 
pressions on the inesent <)fcasion. In the 
ne instance his jicrsonul abuse knew no 
bounds, ill the other he behaved himself. 
Ho (Mr. Davie) had at first not intended 
to speak, for almost all that had been 
he.iid was the rehash of what the opposi- 
tion had labored over and over again, un- 
til the house and the galleries wore 
becoming sick and tired. To show the 
hollowness of the assurance of hon. 
gentlemen opposite that any member of 
the cabinet was disqualified from or in- 
capable of holding his seat, or had for- 
feited his seat, he (Mr. Davie) need only 
refei- to the 27th clause of the Constitu- 
tion Act which subjects anyone sitting or 
voting in the house, under circumstances 
such as claimed by the opposition, or 
liolding oSice illegally, to u penalty of 
§2,000 for every day he sits in the house. 
If there was anything in what the opposi- 
tion said why did they iKjttake the matter 
into the courts and prove their assertions 
and claim the penalty. 

Mr. Beaven — VVe don't want your 
iiKUiey. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Oh ' You're very 
generous. You want to get into the 
seats which Home of the ministry occupy 
ill Older to got their salaries, and 
that is the reason why all tliis fuss 
Inn been raised. Do you think any 
one will believe that if youliad the rightto 
turn them out and jiunish them in the way 
yon make out that you'have, that motives 
(jf ii srsonal consideKition for any of us 
wiiuid prevent you ? No 1 Hon. geiitle- 
Mieii opposite would turn the ministry out 
in 24 hours or 10 minutes if they couhl do 
s<j - and put the penalties into thoir 
pockets. He (Mr. Davie) as the other 
side well enouah knew held an unolUcial 
position in the cabinet— -no oflice, no 
portfolio. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — You have no 
right to hold such a [lositioii. 

Mr. Davie — I have a perfect right the 
same as in Nova Scotia, whore, besides 
the ministers with portfolios, there are 
four niinister.s without oflico; and in New 
IJrunswiek there are two iion-oHiciul 
ineinbera. No moinbor of a cabinet who 
did not hold office or draw salary need 
offer for election and hon. members op- 
jioaite know this well enough — and even 
the hon. member for Oomox had been 
impelled to admit that if he (Mr. Davie) 
had gone back ho would have been 
elected, with backing (which was the 
people), which he had. With regard to 
the president of the council, he had done 
more to open uj) the country in the last 
few years than the combined opposition 
had .'iccomplishod during their whole lives. 
He would like to know what the hon. 
leader of the opposition had over 
done for the country '! What had 
the member for Cassiar done I He had 
kept a coal mine for years and years, had 
hawked it to all [jarts of the world for 
sale, and kept it locked up until ho dis- 
posed of it to the hon. President of the 
Council, who, immediately on paying over 
the purchase money, had connnenced the 
opening up of the mines and the expendi- 
ture of millions, in the very district rnp- 
resented by the hon. 'iliember for Comox. 
Tiiat was the difference, so far as the 
good of the country was concerned, be- 
twotn the two men; or the blatant mem- 
bur for Coijiox, what had over he done 
with all his bombast ? In his vanity he 
likened the support of a majoricy of this 
house to inexperience sitting on experi- 
ence, ignorance on knowledge. Whereai 



the good sense of the government sup- 
porters, in common with the intelligence 
of the community, enuhled them to dis- 
tinguish between reason and such bom. 
bast, and to give or withhold their su])- 
port accordingly. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Boavini said what bo took 
e.xeeption to was tho formation of the 
cabinet, and tho fact of the hon. the acting 
attorney -general : holding his seat without 
going before his constituents. He had 
nothing to say against the private enter- 
prises of the president of the council; but 
it was notorious that the honorable gen- 
tleman being merely the figure-head of a 
foreign company or corporation, repres- 
ented others in this house. 

The resolution carried. 

PllHSERVATIO.V l)l' PK.Vt i; I'KNl UTT UK. 

Mr. Orr moved, seconded by Mr. (irant, 
that thi.s house considers that the govern- 
ment might very properly ask for authority 
to ti^nBfeptptHe'goneral expenditure of the 
province of British Columbia tho sum now 
charged to the corporation of the city of 
Vancouver under an act for the preserva- 
tion of tho peace within the niunici|ial 
limits of the city «if Vancouver. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said tho governinoiit 
had Waived its claim against the city of 
Vancouver. 

Mr. Orr expressed himself satisfied and 
withdrew the resolution. 

ROCK CREEK LIQUOU tlcK.SSK.s. 

Mr. Senalin inoved,, seconded by iMr. 
Grant, thab ail ^ orSer, of this house 
bo granted" fnr a return of all 
|)(!titions, letters and telegrams betn een 
the provincial government or any 
of its meiubers or othcera, including the 
superintendent of police, and any person 
or persijiis relating in any way to the ayi- 
plicatiiin or grantuig o^ liquor licenses at 
Rock Creek since .January 1st, 1887. 

The hon. mover said that a resident of 
Rock Creek liad gone to eonsidorablo ex- 
pense to build a house of refreshment .and 
imd not been granted a license, while one 
had been given to a re.sident of Victoria 
who had never boon to Kuek Creek. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said there was no ob- 
jection to the resolution, but he tliouglit 
the hon. gentleman was laboring under a 
mistake, He , would ask what particular 
iridividui^' the ■ hon; s gentleman refened 
to. ' 

Mr. Semlin- Ste\o Tanner. 
Hon. Mr. Davie said that he thought 
so. It was l)y no nieioiH eorrecl that l)0- 
cause licenses had not been issued they 
were refused. With ivganl to Tanner's 
ajiplication, it had first been made through 
a wrong channel. He had not api>lied to 
the superintendent of the police, tlie pro- 
per ollicer. However, autlnn'ity to issue 
the license had been granted, but it could 
not bo said to be issued until it was paid 
for. When the superintendent of [xjliee 
reeummei.'ded the issuing of a license, ho 
could see no reason why such should not 
be done. So far as the suggestion in re- 
gard to the refusal of licenses was con- 
coruod, the hon. geiitloniaii was mistaken 
in his lielief. 

.Mr. Orr asked how many and at what 
urice would licenses lie issued at Rock 
ijreek ! 

Hon. Mr. D.ivio aaid that he had before 
stated that tho issuing of licenses was in 
tho hands of the superintendent of police. 
There had been very few licenses enter- 
t.ained, and technically only one issued. 
Ho was not prepared to say what policy 
tho government intended to pursue. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven thought there was a 
hirge field opened up for discussion in 
this license question. Ho thought tho 
returns should bo furnished. 

Mr. Martin said that Mr. Tanner had 
written to him some months ago and 
asked to whom he should apjily for a 
license, and ho had referred him to the 
auperintendent of police, and ho under- 
stood that a license had since been for- 
wardji^b5tc^,>jtlio/ goyennneiifc agent. The 
mati^wfes'c^^ite satisfactory so far as Mr. 
Turner was concerned, 

Mr. Semlin was suspicious of tho unani- 
mity of the government in' the matter of 
Rock Creek licenses. 

Resolution carried. 

.-iU.MA.S LA.ND.S. 

Mr. Ladaor moved: That an humble 
address bo in-esented to His Honor the 
Lieuteiiaiit-(Jovernor, praying that he will 
cause to be sent down to this house all 
orders in cimncil, letters, and telegrams 
respecting the mode agreed ujjoii between 
the dominion and provincial governments 
of dealhigwitli the lands embraced, within 
what is known as the Sumas Dyking Act. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said if the resolution 
was now jiassed, it would be impossible 
for the governincnt to furnish for some 
time yet the papors me'ntioned. 

Mr. Ladner said tliat the answer to his 
([uestion the other d.ij h;id been unsatis- 
factory and he was determined to press 
his resolution. It was necessary that his 
constituents should be made aware of tho 
information asked in the resolution. 

Hon. iMr. Robson said it was inqio.ssible 
tor tho government to bring down the in- 
formation sought until certain matters 
had first been ai ranged liutween tlio two 
governments. It was not aiding the hon. 
gentleman's constituents to press the 
resolution, in fact it would bo in direct 
ipposition to their interests. 

Mr. L.idiiei' .still pressed the resolution. 

After being read, 

Hon. Mr. liob.scju again (explained that 
the papers called for formed .a portion of 
those promised in the address, and they 
would be brought down as soon as it was 
possible to do so. 

Mr. Orr .said ho understood that some 
of the lands within the Sumas Dyking 
Act Wore now lieing administered by the 
Dominion government. It was an an- 
omalous condition of things. 

Mr. Ladner aslced wiien it would bo 
jjossible for the papers to be brought 
down. 

Hon. Mr. Ilolistin said it might be but 
a few days only; he could not .say exactly. 
As soon as the negotiations pending were 
completed they would be furnislieil, and 
he could assure hon. gentlemen that they 
would ]>rove highly satisfaetory to both 
.■sides of the house. 

Mr. .Scinlin thought there was too 
much mystery about the whole question. 

After further discusnon tho hon. gen- 
tleman withdrew his resolution for tho 
present, 

PKIVIT.EOK. 

Hon. Blr. Davie thought some dillerent 
mode should bo fnllowc^d than that in the 
report of the iiroceedings of yestorda.v's- 
session. It wa.s not stated that prior to 
the nominating of- tho eounnittee on the 
amendment of Hon. Mr. H umphreys that 
throe opposition members had been nom- 
inated but had refused to act.- It was 
made to apiiear that all goyorninent mem-, 
hers were iiominatod, which conveyed a 
wnmg impression. 

AfteV some discussion Mr. Speaker de- 
cided that tho matter could not bo incor- 
porated in the report. 

On request of Hon. Mr. Davie, a vote 
as to whether the chair should bo sus- 
tained was taken and res uUod in a tie. 

Mr. Speaker sustained his own decision. 

House adjourned at 6 o'clock.

Tr;ist' e I 'i rgusoii moved that the fol- 
lowing resolution form part of tl.e com- 
mittee's report. "That the School Act 
be so amended to permit the municipal- 
ities of cities and town to supplement the 
appropriations of goveriinient for school 
puqioses by direct taxation. 

That all money appropriated for school 
purjioses for cities and towns be placed to 
the credit of the treasurer of each school 
board, who shall render a full statement 
of all monies received, and disbursed. 

That provision be made for levying and 
collecting such tax and issue of deben- 
tures if necessary for school purposes." 

Trustee Heisterman seconded and the 
motion was carried. 

Trustee Ferguson then moved, second- 
ed by Trustee Heisterman, "That this 
board woiild respectfully suggest that the 
school act be so amended as to permit 
graduates of any college of Canada or 
Great Britain, or teachers holding Ist 
class qualifications from other provinces 
of Canada, upon passing an examination 
on the soioijee of education and methods 
of teaching, to be admitted on an equal 
stiinding in British Columbia." 

This resolution was also ^mssed and em- 
bodied m the report. 

Trustee Heisterman moved, seconded 
by Trustee Ferguson, that it is advisable 
to amend the School Act so as to permit 
the school boards of cities to employ and 
pay a secretary; carried and embodied in 
the report. 

Trustee Milne moved, seconded by 
Trustee Ferguson, that the hours of 
teaoliiug be changed as follows: From 9 
a in. to 12 m., 1 p. in. to 3:30 p. m. Feb 
ruary to October inclusive. From 9:30 a. 
111. to 12 m., and 1 p. ni. to li p. in. No 
veinber to January inclusive. 

This resolution was carried and also em 
bodied in the report. 

The question of the teaching of miner- 
alogy and surveying in the scl'.ools re 
ceiv ed favorable consideration. 

The chairman and secretary were iu' 
structed to lay the views of the board be- 
fore the minister of education. 

The board adjourned at 11 o'clock.

POLICE COURT. 

.Mr. Vail Aukei) Fined $1U am) C'osta-Captalii 
HulmeB of the Umatilla Gliargeil with 
an Intrlogement of the Com- 
iaion Reenlatious. 

The court opened at 11 o'clook and the 
tirst business dealt with was the charge of 
assault against II. J. Van Auken, pre- 
ferred by his wife. 

His honor, after a few remarks, fined 
the defendant $10 and costs. 

Mrs. Van Auken arose and, addressing 
the judge, said that her husband had 
threatened to kill her and she would have 
to usk the protection of the layf, ^is 
lunior assured the lady that she would 
have it, as did Mr. Mills, after which she 
seemed quite satisfied. 

Oapt. Holnies, master of the SS. Uma- 
tilla, was charged by Health Officer .Taek- 
suu with an infringement of tho Domin- 
ion quarantine regulations, by anchoring 
a quarantined vessel outside tho prescribed 
limit.s. 

Mr. Gannaway appeared for the prose- 
cution and Mr. T. Uavie, Q. C, for the 
defense. 

The evidence of Dr. .Jackson was taken, 
which went to show that the Umatilla 
was anchored outside the prescribed lim- 
its. Ho ordered the captain to come 
nearer Albert Head, but that olheor had 
declined to do so. 

Pilot Thompson said the vessel did not 
move from the first anchorage. He 
handed a coiiy of the regulations of 1887 
to Capt. Holmes, but there was nothing 
definite in them regarding the <(uarantine 
grounds. 

Mr. Gannaway said the ]iro8ecution de- 
sired to withdraw the charge, which was 
brought in good faith, owing to the words 
of the pilot, who said the ship was out- 
side the limit prescribed by law, and who 
stated that the regulations were in his 
possession im board. 

His honor dismissed the case with costs 
to be paid by the plaintill', bt)t he said it 
must be underatnod that a mistake had 
been made i^nd the health officer could 
not be blamed for carrying out the regu- 
lations.
